To add to th' premier's embarrass- 


ment, Arthur Klllott. financial secre- 
tary to the treasury, has resigned, and 
the king has accepted Ills withdrawal. 
Mr. Elliott did nut have a neat In the 
cabinet, although his office Is so close- 
ly associated with the ministry that 
he is accounted a part of the govern- 
ment. He succeeded William Hayes 
Fisher on April 10 lost, when the lat- 
ter resigned because of ills connection 
•with the telcscrlptor syndicate, which 
:was in financial difficulties. 


Opposes Fiscal Revision. 


Lord Balfour of Durlelgh is not a 


relative of the British prime minister, 
but belongs to the Bruce family. He 
is the sixth baron of Llsilne and Is 54 
years of age. He is a Scottish repre- 
sentative peer and by family assocla- 1 
tions. having married a daughter of 
the fifth earl of Aberdeen. Is closely 
•connected with the Scottish peers of 
liberal party tendencies. He has been 
•chairman of several royal 
commis- 


sions and enjoys a good reputation for 
-administrative ability. 


Though he has not been prominent 


in active politics, he has held cabinet 
lank since 1895. 
His opposition to 


Jlr. Chamberlain's scheme of fiscal 
revision was expected from the first. 
As secretary for Scotland he carried 
out 
much legislation 
affecting the

Icln is a thoroughly trained scient- 
ist and business man. 
ITo speaks 


fluently 
five 
languages. 
Ho is a 


native of Oermany. and for ten years 
was an official of the Argentine gov- 
ernment and has charge of their ex- 
plorations and the study and devel- 
opment of their raw products.

Manila was the Philippines start- 


Ing point for one of Dr. Nlederlcln's 
voyages in tho spring of 190:!. Steam- 
Ing out of Manila Bay tho doctor 
and the World's Fair party entered 
the China Sea and passing through 
Mlndoro Island and the Calamlanorf 
Isles, proceeded through 
tho Sulu 


Sea to Puerto Prlncesa. on the east 
coast of Palawan Island, after hav- 
ing sailed more than 500 miles. Pal- 
awan Is a strip of mountainous Ian.I. 
more than 250 miles 
long, and 50 


miles across in the widest place. At 
one point, near Puerto Prlncesa. but 
10 miles of land separates- tho China 
and Sulu Seas.. The bay at that point 
contains about 25 square miles, and 
receives eight rivers froai different 
directions.

the Island and the small population 
Is made up of Cuyanos, some Taga- 
logs and Chinese.

The export products consist main- 


ly of raisins, rattan or bejuco. bee-

ed bird's nests, salt, white walking

These will form a part of a Palawan 
exhibit that will be Installed at tho 
World's Fair. 


Crossing the Sulu Sea In a south- 


easterly direction 
more 
than !!00 


miles were covered and the World's 
Fair party landed at Jolo. 
Palawan 


Is aa lone as the state of Missouri, 
•while Jolo Is Out 40 miles long, and 
In the widest part docs not exceed 
more than in miles 
across. 
Yet 


this little Island Is far from widely 
Known In the United States than tne 
first named Island. 
Jolo also bears 


the name of Sulu. and It Is by this 
name. In thy United States at least, 
that It Is perhaps best known. 
The 


farmer monarch, tho sultan of Sulu, 
whose cxtragravgant 
Ideas 
were 


printed all over the civilized world, 
and formed the foundation for 
tho 


popular comic opera, and who now 
lives in luxurious ease on an annuity 
granted him by the 
United States 


government, is probably responsible 
for much of the fame gained by the 
little Island. 
Its fortuity and com- 


mercial Importance 
until 
recently 


have been overlooked and the opera 
bouffe feature have predominated. 
Jolo Is the capital of tho Island. 


A Spanish general deported from his 
native city founded this island city. 
It Is a beautiful 
place 
writes Dr. 


Xledcrleln. "full of gardens, squares 
broad streets lined with trees, 
con- 


taining many two story houses, all 
•surrounded by wall toward the Inter- 
ior and separated In this way from 
the Moro villages. 


The 'Moro villages are filled with 


Interest and Dr. Nelderlein arranged 
with Mr. Korozkl. a prominent Jolo 
merchant, to Install a Moro show 
In 
tho 
Philippine exhibit at 
tho 
World's fair. Tho Moro life, music, 
dances, the industries anil tho peo- 
ple.

connected by bamboo bridges.

Is plain", repentance relates Itself to 
the beginnings of new life. 
It Is 


a gateway of the kingdom of God. 


Repentance Defined 
We can define repentance In tho 


terms both of tho outward and of 
the Inward life. 
It Is giving lip all 


tho wrong wo know. 
It Is tho neg- 


ative sldo of faith. 
Repentance la 


turning from the darkness, faith Is 
turning to the light. 
hoy aro two 


spokes in the same wheel. 
And tho 


old soldier's definition of repentance 
•will serve, "About face." 
If a man 


does so wo may take It for granted 
that there has been tho proper In- 
ward reversals. 


Involves Complete Change 


At tho same time no conception 


of repentance Is final which does not 
take account of tho Inner life. 
We 


are 
ruled 
by likes and dislikes, 


our 
dispositions. 
And no change 


•which means new moral 
apprecia- 


tions, new hearts. 
All other reform 


Is tho folly of the 
peasant 
who 


brought tho dial and prizes of his 
clock to town In order to have 
all 


Irregularities remedied. 
Our 
prim' 
ary need Is not new outward habits. 
It Is new Inner powers. 


First Quest of Religion 


How to affect such a repentance is 


the flrst quest of religion.

tifully Laid Out Grounds on Every 
Side—National Heroes Immortalizes 
by Statues.

Since- the astonishing leap of Ven- 


ezuela Into something resembling u 
modem state. ni:iler the guidance of 
Guzman Blartco, the country lias linil 
many moro 
rovolutlons 
than presi- 


dents, ant! of the entire lot of aspir- 
ants not one was much more than a 
self-seeking adventurer. 


A gentleman well, acquainted with 


tnu country tried to explain to me 
the manner In which these frequent 
revolutions grow. A handful of men 
•tarting out with arms In their hands 


' lave no trouble In Impressing Into 


their ranks all the peons they find on 
their way through the country, these 
jicons assisting quite willingly to Im- 
press the next group onrountered. 


The simple-minded laborer finds It 


natural to obey whatever authority ho 
has over lilni. and never seem to bear 
* grudge or hoard tip wrongs for fu- 
ture righting.

With a good deal of 
late corn, which the trade has been 
told so often mm;t have a favorable 
fall, with frosts deferred two or three 
weeks later than usual to be saved at 
all, it seeniM certain that considerable 
damage must have' been done, but the 
general opinion in tlie trade Is that 
the damage has not been widespread 
nor serious enough to Justify tho long- 
er maintenance of prices over 5i(e, a 
figure which, considering the general 
Improvement

the crop the last 


month or two, preceding the cold 
wave. Is now generally considered 
"frost" price. 


Reports Aru Conflicting. 


Reports from the llelds, from Ne- 


braska, from Iowa and from this state 
were so cot lilctlng during the few
